The above named Special Agent .for the last few days 
has been delivering to plant officials in this district Bureau 
recommendations baaed upon previously conducted plant surveys. This 
has been occasioned by the absence from this district of men who 
previously conducted the plant surveys and who were in this district 
temporarily .on special assignment. 


It was believed necessary that an Agent qualified in 
plant surveys, as he is, should handle the .delivery of recommendations, 
and unless contrary instructions are received fro© the Bureau, it is 
planned to continue this practice instead of delegating the assign- 
ment to other Agents likewise unfamiliar with the plant and perform- 
ing the sole function of delivering recommendations. 

In restricting this assignment to one Agent, which, 
of course, does not require all of his time, he acquires a familiarity 
with the recommendations generally and a confidence of having delivered 
several of them and having discussed them in detail.

THE FBI PLEDGE FOR LAW ENFORCEMENT OFFICERS 

Humbly recognizing the responsibilities entrusted to me, I do 
vow that 1 shall always consider the high calling of law enforcement to be an 
honorable profession, the duties of which are recognized by me as both an art 
and a science. I recognize fully my responsibilities to defend the right, to 
protect the weak, to aid the. distressed, and to uphold the law in pubiic, 
duty and in private living, i accept the obligation in connection with my 
assignments to report facts and to testify without bias dr display of emo- 
tion, and to consider the information, coming to my knowledge by virtue of 
my position as a sacred trust, to be used solely for official purposes. To 
the responsibilities entrusted to me of seeking, tp prevent crime, of finding 
the facts of law violations and of .apprehending fugitives and criminals, I 
shall give my loyal and faithful attention and shall always be equally alert 
in striving to .acquit the innocent and to convict the guilty. In the per- 
formance, of my duties and assignments, I shall not engage in unlawful and 
unethical practices but shall perform the functions of my office without 
fear, without favor, and .without prejudice. At no time shall I disclose to 
an unauthorized person any fact, testimony, or information in any pending 
matter coming/to my official knowledge which may be calculated to prejudice 
the minds of existing or prospective judicial bodies either to favor or to 
disfavor any person- or issue. While occupying the status of a law enforce- 
ment officer or at any other time subsequent thereto, I shall not seek to 
benefit personally because of my knowledge of any confidential matter which 
has come .to my'attentiOn. I am aware of the serious responsibilities of my 
office and in the performance of my duties I shall, as a minister, seek to 
supply comfort, advice and aid to those who may be in need of such benefits; 
as a soldier, I shall wage vigorous warfare against the enemies of ray coun- 
try, of its laws, and .of its principles; and as a physician, I shall seek to 
eliminate the criminal'' parasite which preys upon our social order and to 
strengthen the .lawful processes of our body politic. I shall strive to lie 
both a teacher -and a pupil in the art and science of law enforcement. As 
a lawyer, I shall acquire due knowledge of the laws of my domain and s.eek 
to preserve and maintain the majesty and dignity of the law; as a scientist, 
it will be my endeavor to learn all pertinent truth about accusations and 
complaints which come to my lawful knowledge; as an artist, I shall seek to 
use my skill for the purpose of making each assignment a masterpiece; as -a 
neighbor, .1 shall bear an attitude of true friendship and courteous respect 
to all citizens; and as an officer, I shall always* be loyal to my duty., my 
organization, and my country. I will support and defend the Constitution

^industry in R&ierica started as a matter of smallArfrterprises 
and individual- proprietorship. At the beginning of our Goverfaent the, 
overwhelming majority of our people were small farmers and our manufac- 
turers. were confined, to 'meeting the extremely -modest needs of such a simple pop 
ulation. .Then With ~ the great era of steam, of the factory, of the corporation 
came a second period of concentration of ownership and resulting power. 

Control over our railroads and thdnew gian,t' manufacturing industries became 
concentrated in comparatively few hands and this process went on until ft 
seemed likely that the entire power ovar industrial America might eventually ... 
become, yest'ed .among a handful of men. the political life of America for the 
last generation has been colored by fears and forebodings which that situation 
evoked. Npw, almost , without knowing it, American industry has entered upon a 
/third period. The' ownership of our business, particularly of our public utili^ 
•Ties, is being expanded. The stock and other securities which represent that / 
ownership are bping more and more widely held among greater and greater 
numbers,, of oui/citizens. The change has been so marked that it is amounting 
a^mop-t to a Revolution and yet it has come so quietly that many .of us had not 
fepaized that it was on its way. Just as public opinion controls the oper- 
ation of our laws, so it more and more controls the conduct of our industries, 
upon that public opinion the new proprietorship is producing a most potent 
change. 


We suggest that the supervisfpn of the anthracite industry pro- 
v *4® the publication x>f reliable weekly reports of sales by the opera- 
to£s^rhe anthracite-coneuming section of our country should be divided into 
fseyffionj ^. The operator^ should then report the tonnage, sold into each dis- 
trict together withtne- purchase, price. This would give the necessary public 
ffity for checking eveessive retail margins. Retailing should be reorganized 
on the basis of efficiency so as to bring about the minimum' ton cost of 
handling, storing, and delivery. The number of retailers should be reduced 
to a minimum so that adequate profit will come .only from handling a large - 
tonnage. The retailer should encourage purchase' .by the consumer in dull 
seasons by means of adequate differentials; The consumer, should benefit 
proportionately from any facilities, he may install that will reduceythe cost 
of delivery. We suggest also that -all brokers be licensed and that^re sales 
be prohibited. The transportioh charges on domestic fuel should bis based 
upon the cost of the service. Fuel irates should not be expected to make . 
up losses from carrying other commouitfes. ^
